Persons who have never 
seen the horses on the emergency ambu- 
lance go would imagine that Dr. Rice and 
another lixe him were exercising on the 
streets of St. Louis, concluded Dr. Priest, 
enthasiastically.

AN EXHAUSTIVE RECITAL. 

Mr. Howard then entered into an exhaust- 
ive recital of the troubles leading up to the 
original Pullman strike. The men had an- 
nounced their intention to strike, he said, 
Dut on being assured by the company’s om 
cials that the employes’ grievances would be 
investigated, he had urged the men to go 
back to work. This-they did on the promise 
of the company that the committees who had 


handled the trouble would not be discharged 
or otherwise injured because of the part they 
had taken in the matter. 

And after that promis, continued the 
witness, ‘‘three of those committeemen 
were discharged. Then the men struck. 
Our union, after having failed to get any 
satisfaction from the Pullmaa company, 
then endeavored by boycotting the com- 
pany’s cars to bring the matter to a satis- 
factory termipatien. We ordered 
strike. Wwe simply 
the Pullman cars be 
trains. At this point we were again met dy 
the Genera! Managers’ Association, They re- 
fused to haul mall cars unless the Pullmans 
were attached to the trains. Sach action was 
entirely uncalled for. The Pullmans were in 
no wise necessary for the transmtssion of 
the United States maiis. Ican cite various 
cases when mall trains are ran without 
Pullman coacbes or other palace car equip- 
ment. 

„„Was the action of your Union in the 
strike, asked Commissioner Wright, 
merely for the protection of the interests 
of the Pullman employes?’’ 

„No, not entirely. said Mr. Howard. 
‘‘The General Managers had organized 
against us and we had to protect ourselves.“ 

„In other worde, said Mr. Wright, *‘you 
believed that the railroads had, on their 
side, an organization with exactly the same 

rposes in view as your union, oa your 


pu 
side?’*’

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 15.—Dr. John 
Gideon, jfather of Austin Gideon, has not 
given up hope that the young man of that 

name, who was eaten by the crew of the 
James Allen, wrecked on the Unmak Islands 
in the Pacific Ocean was not his son. Judge 
J. J. Gideon, the boy’s uncle, says he has no 
doubt of the identity of young man as his 
nephew was in san Franciseo just before the 
James Alien sailed and was cnown to be in 
search of work. He has copies of the San 
Francisco Chronicle which give a full ac- 
count of the awful affair. 

On the l4th of April the James Allen left 
Fan Francisco on a whaling cruise with a 
crew of forty-nine men, fifteen of whom are 
still missing. 

At 1:30 o’clock on the morning of May 11. 
said Capt. Hantley, in telling his story, ‘‘the 
Allen went on the rocks. Without a 
moment's warning the vessel ran on a hid- 
Gen reef and immediately began to fill. See- 
ing that we were going Gown I ordered the 
small boats away. They were quickly low- 
ered and all bands letz the ship except Fifth 
Mate Andrew Robingéon. He refused to go 
with his boat and went down with the 
wreck. 

Of the five boats which left the ship two 
Were lost, with all on board. The others 
feached Anelia Island, one of the Aleutian 
group, on May 11. There they all remained 
until May 16, when an attempt was made to 
reach Oonalaska. Four men were drowned 


inthe hapless voyage and six died on the 
— they reached Unmak Island, where they 
ad put in for a rest. Here they lived until 
June 5, when Capt. Huntley again set sail 
with six men for Oonalaska. Here he met 
he pene Capt. Healy, who at once salied 

r the island and rescued the poor fellows. 

What happened after Capt. Huntley left is 
told by one of the sufferers. 

When the Captain left be took six of the 
men who were in the best condition, figuring 

t he could make the passage to Oonalaska 
and return with help in about nine days. 

r the skipper left hardships set in on the 
isiand in earnest. Themen attempted to 
seep up their food supply by Oshing off the 
rocks in the absence of the boat. Bat the 
hooks fouled on the bottom, the lines broke 
and the nooks were gone. They had a gun, 
but — was scarce. 

„here wasn't a living thing on the island 
but gulls, sald William Andrews, one of 
the most intelligent of the seamen, ‘‘and 
they were so wild we couldn't get within 
shooting distance. With the hooxs gone we 
could get no Osh and had to fall back on 
mussels.

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HAD TUBERCULOSIS. 


Weterinartan Reuif Discevered a Case in 
a Seuth St. Louis Dairy. 


Assistant State Veterinary Surgeon Rouif 
Has Giscovered a case of tuberculosis in a 
dairy, the location of which he absolutely 
refuses to name. He said to-day that he was 
absolftely certain it was a genuine case 
of tuberculosis. He has notified -State 
Veterinary Surgeon T. J. Turner, who 
will de in St. Louis to-morrow. 


They will make a test with tuberculine 
whieh is expected to demonstrate clearly 
the natureofthe ailment from which the 
cow was suffering- 

It is supposed that the Gairy is located 
about 1600 South, but the exact locatian will 
not be given until after the official test is 
made. 

Health Commissioner Homan said that tu- 
berculosis in cattle was a disease which pro- 
duced a variety of diseases in those wha 
Grank the milk. Consumption, he said, was 
the Must common disease produced by it but

MARSHALL ON IMPROVEMENTS. 


All Bules for Taxation Will Work Some 
Hardships. 


City Counselor Marshall's opinion relative 
to the manner of taxation has provoked con- 
siderable discussion.

con NOR INQUEST. 


Coroner Takes Testimony in ths 
Carroll Island Tragedy. 


Coroner Frank to-day began the inquest 
over the remains of William Connor, who 
was fatally wounded at Carroll Island, be- 
low Carondelet, on the Illinois side of the 
river, last Sunday afternoon and who dled at 
the City Hospital on Monday. Geo. Maier is 
in jail at Belleville, Hl., charged with hav- 
ing fired the fatal shot. The cetaliils of the 
affray have appeared in the Post-DispaTrcn. 

John Connor, brother of the dead man 
was the first wituess examined. He lived on 
Oarroli Island. His brother was a riverman 
by occupation, but during the past year he 
had been a fisherman. On the occasion of 
the shooting seven young men visited his 
place, he said, and located near his boat 
where he had some nets spread. 

He then detailed the circumstances of the 
shooting, claiming that the men fred first at 
him and then shot his brother, who had 
notbing to do with the quarrel about the 
missing shot-gun.

PUFF-BALLS AS Toon. 


They Are Genuine Tid-Bits, If Teu Get 
the Rigkt Species. 


From Harper’s Magazine. 

It will surprise many to «now that the 
plebelan puff-ball of our pastures is ood for 
something besides old-fashioned stypti¢: 
smoke and the kick of the small boy. There 
are a number of species of the puff - bah, 
varying in shape and size from the small 
white globular variety ofan inch in diame- 
ter and the pear-shaped to the 2 
pasture species which may ttain 
the dimensions of a root ball. Allare edible, 
if gathered at the white stage, those of yel- 
low or darker fracture being excluded. of 
the esculent qualities of the larger species, 
Lycoperden gixenteum, we may judge from 
the statement ofa connoisseur, ‘Sliced and 
seasoned in butter and salt and or in = 
pan, no French omeiet ts halt good in 
richness and delicacy of davor. . .

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 15.—A case of in- 
ternational importance, involving the right 
of asylum, will be tried in the Federal Court 
here when the United States gunboat Ben- 
nington arrives from Salvador, Un board 
the Bennington are Gen. Antonio Ezeta and 
three other refugees from Salvador. In the 
mail which snould arrive to-day from Wash- 
ington is a warrant for the arrest of the ref- 
ugees. 

The Benzington has been kept outside the 
harbor for the pasttwo days, awalting the 
arrival of this warrant. ö 

Kzeta’s friends, if be is arrested, will apply 
fora writ of habeas corpus. Two lawyers 
have been employed to conduct his side of 
the case. They will claim that the charges 
against Kseta are trumped up, and demand 
proof, which can only de obtained by bring- 
ing witnesses from Salvador. 

The action of the State Department in 
seemingly playing into the hands of Ezeta’s 
enemies, after granting him refuge on board 
an American warship, creates much sur- 
prise. It is said this course is taken largely 
with the objectin view of showing disap- 
proval of the right ofasylum. A precedent 


will be established by this case, which will 
in future, it is thought, guide the State De- 
partment tn similar cases. 

What the California courts will decide wil 
be@ whetherMor not the charges made 
against Eseta and his companions are sub- 
stantiated by the proof which the Salva- 
dorean Government will offer, and whether 
or not they can de extradited. Dr. Gueman, 
Salvador’s representative in Washington, 
has alread laid before the State Department 
the charges upon 22 the refugees were 
tried. ey include murder,arson, robbery 
em Degsiement and malfeasance in office, an 
there is any quantity of sworn statemens ac- 
company the charges as proof. 

Under thetreaty with Salvador these of- 
fensegare extraditabie, and unless Ezeta 
and his companions can prove that the 
cbarges are faise they will 
be givenupto the Salvadorean authorities 
tor trial. ‘the provision ofthe treaty which 
relates to their case reads as follows: 
Persons shall be given up who shall have 
been convicted of, or be charged, according 
tothe provisions of this convention, with 
apy of the following crimes: Murder, rape, 
arson, piracy, burglary, robbery, faisifica- 
tion or circulation of counterfeit money and 
embezzlement.’’ 

It will be seen that four of the crimes held 
to be extraditable under this treaty are 
charged against Ezetaand the other refu- 
gees. They are murder, arson, robbery and 
embezzlement. There is another provision 
of the treaty which sets forth that the pro- 
visions of the convention shall notapply to 
crimes of a litical character. Upon this 
provision will probably rest the hopes of the 
refugees, who will make a defense, it is 
understood, wholly on the ground that the 
charges ate preferred simply to secure their 
extradition tor political purposes. 

It is the general opinion here that if the 
refugees are extradited they will be immedi- 
ately tried in their oon country, condemnea 
to death and executed. Eseta is greatly 
feared by the members of the existing gov- 
ernmentin Salvador. He is a man of strong 
Will, and if allowed to go free, would un- 
doubtedly return to the land of his birth. ana 
with the assistance of his brother overthrow 
the government which has just been estab- 
lished. 

Gen. Antonio Kreta was Vice-President of 
Salvador, while his brother, Carlos, was 
President. Tbe recent revolution overthrew 
them, and both are now in eile. Carlos is
